■Ghis  report  v^-ith  an  apology  and  an  explanation,  to  our  dismay  v/e"find 
that  no  annual  report  was  presented  to  you  for  the  Year  1947  fop 
this  ommssion  we  apologise,  we  hope  to  make  clear  our  explanation  in 
the  course  of  this  report, 

^[he  Year  I946  can  well  be  regarded 

as  a year  of  anticipation,  v/hen  pleins  were  forecast  for  replacing  the 
necessaiy  wastage  of  the  war  years,  194?  a year  of  nreparation  v/hon  new 
housing  sites  and  sev/erage  works  were  being  p'repared  and  1948  a year 
of  achievement  at  the  end  of  v/hich  no  less  than  298  houses  were  under 
construiction  of  which  1^8  were  actually  occupied  « no  mean  attainment 
for  a Rural  District  in  which  the  Penny  Rate  realises  only  £111,  4.  4, 
Ihis  considerable  increase  in  housing  v/ould  have  been  quite  impossible 
had  not  the  Council  had  the  foresight  to  implement  the  Pandy  V/ater 
Scheme  for  the  supply  of  w a ter  to  the  Ceiriog  Valley  and  Bupplemervt,ing 
the  Chirk  Supply,  carried  out  entirely  by  your  ovm  Surveyor,  and 
which  has  solved  the  problem  of  a possible  water  shortage  in  the 
district  served  for  the  future^ 

On  Ju;:^  1948,  the  national  Health 

Service  Act  of  1946  , came  into  operation  and  the  greatest  undertaking 
BVer  concf^ed  for  the  physical  well  being’  of  a nation  was  launched^ 

It  was  work  in  connection  with  this  Act,  together  with  the  vast  amount 
of  detail  in  connection  v/ith  the  Council's  Housing  Schemes  for  which 
your  Surveyor  v/a-s  so  largely  responsible  and  who  is  to  be  so  warmly 
congrafulated  on  his  successful  efforts  that  caused  the  omission  of 
the  1947  report  and  the  delay  in  presenting  this  double  one  for  1947- 

48, 

Mention  must  also  be  made  in  this 

connection  of  the  resignation  of  Dr„  Firth  in  April  1948,  for  reasons 
of  ill  health  which  we  all  m'uch  regreto  Ir  Jun.e  1948,  ive  v/ere  fortunate 
in  welcoming  as  his  successor  Dr«  aYH.  Chitty  M,  Ej  ,Chr,Bo  OX,  M,  R,  C,,  S,

WATER  SUPPLY  GHIHC  VILLAGE 

The  age  long  difficulty  of  water  suppOy 
to  the  higher  parts  of  the  village  due  to  insufficient  distribution 
mains  has  at  last  been  satisfactorily  solved  ty  the  duplication  of  the 
existing  mains  from  Chirk  Station  to  Higher  Barracks  carried  out  in  I94B 
at  a cost  of  £6 .300,  In  addition  a considerable  length  of  4inch,ma.ins 
have  been  laid  to  serve  the  new  Housing  Sites* 


PHSTTREEBLBr 

3h  June  ,1948,  v/ork  was  commenced  on  this  scheme  which 
entails  the  distribution  of  waiter  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation  Water 
Works  at  Efailrhyd  to  supply  the  whole  of  the  Tanat  Valley  from 
Llanrhaiadr  to  Penybont , including  the  Highland  area  of  3riw  v/hich  will 
be  served  by  means  of  duplicating  pumps.  This  involves  the  laying  of 
23  miles  of  water  mains  of  various  sizes  and  at  the  end  of  1948  the 
Council  is  considering  the  extension  of  this  scheme  into  isolated  areas, 
jjartly  in  the  Llan:^llin  Rural  District,  v/hich  will  necessitate  the 
laying  of  an  additional  10  miles  of  mains*  These:'  extensions  are  only 
ina.de  possible  by  a substantial  Capital  contribution  from  owners  of 
property  chiefly  the  Vynnstay  Esta.tes,  and  the  Llani^llin  Rural 
Districrt  Council  undertaking  to  make  good  aui^r  deficit  to  your  Counoi.i 
arising  from  the  woilc  in  their  area*  This  work  is  substantially  in 
hand  'nd  should  be  completed  at  an  estima^ted  cost  of  £50,000*  , and 
v/ould  again  point  out  that  this  scheme  which  is  considerably  larger 
than  the  Pandy  Scheme  has  been  designed  and  Is  being  oaxo:*led  out 
entirel;;^''  by  your  ov/n  Surveyor*
